To Destroy the Turnip Fly, 


Mr. Wimball, of Adermaston, England, 
has taken out « patent for destroying the 
turnip Ay and other insects injurious to 
crops, and ittnay be useful in the same 
manner for destroying the cotton tly and 
the wheat midge in our country, The ap- 
paratus consists of a sinall furnace placed 
ona sinall wheelbarrow, the fire being op- 
ented by a revolving fanblast, through # 
strap from a pu ley on the whee haf. On 
tg top of the furnace is a tube chimney 
bet downwards aud capable of being tirn- 
ed in any direction. Sulphur is thrown in 
small pivees, from time to time, on the fire, 
and the blast directs the gas thus generat- 
ed through the bent smoke-tube among the 
plants on which the insects are operating.

ERIMENT. 


Eps. Runani—While on nm visit to Ay 
Wootcor, Fea, of Enst Bicomflold; ay few 
days sinco, ho gaye mo tho result of a new 
mois of cultivating potatoes, ns follows :— 
Lust spring ho received from a friend one 
potato, laving sixteen eyes, which he cut 
into ns many pieces, and planted one piece 
ina hill, Each piece grow and threw out 
ono stalle only, When the staika reached 
three or four inches above the ground he 
put tho spade under each hill and raised it 
up so as to lot the alt underneath, and thus 
left it to grow, After a few days new tops 
began to appear, so that each hill produced 
from three to seven stalka, as large and 
thrifty as wos the first, They were culivatt- 
ed by hilling up after the common maun 
Tnssisted him in digging and weighin 
The product from the sixteen s from a 
common sized potato, was ninety three 
pounds—yono bushel and a half and three 
pounds, large sized for the variety, [ believe 
twas the kind known ns Pale Reds—pro- 

agated by Mr. Gooonron at Utica, in this 
Stateench hill produced from three to 
sixteen tubors—the three Jargest potatoes 
werd in one hill where was placod the small- 
est pieces of seed, aud this Hill had but 
three stalks of tops. The yield from each 
hill was large for the amountof seed, The 
amount of tops was larger than the average 
of hills where four times the amount of 
seed is used, Mr, W, is confident that the 
raising of the Lill and admitting air was 
the menns of the large tops—and he has 
applied the same process to a part of his 
ruta bagas and tomutoes, which show a 
much Jarger growth thin those that were 
left to grow after the common method.—

MANGOLD WURIZELS, 

The following statement concerning the 
~t g 
raising of Mangokl Wurtzels is bya corre- 
spoudent of the New Eugland Harmer.— 
Every farmer is interrested in the produc. 
tion of all articles by which he can the bet 
ter improve the condition of his stock, and 
if by the production of those veyetables he 
can do that, he will give his attention to 
Iti—- 

“For the past two years [have raised 
mangold waurtzels, for the purpose of trying 
the experiinent, and of satisfying myself as 
to the 4 rods by 5, containing one-eighth 
of un acre of land. I plouglie the land 
Jast fall and put on a good coat of manure. 
This spring 1 cross ploughed and harrowed 
it, L planted the seeds in hills one and a 
half feet apart. Many of the seeds, owing 
to the wetness of the spring or from some 
other cause, rotted, did not germinate, and 
plants from other bills were transplanted to 
supply the deficiency, The weeds were 
kept down by hoeing two or three times 
during the summer, This fall 1 gathered 
160 bushels from the pieces of ground.— 
Many of them were very large, weighing 
from 12 to 15 pounds; and one measured 
29 inches in circumferance, and weighed 
164 pounds, “Many of them measured 25 
inches in circumference. At this rate 1280 
bushels can be raised from the acre, or al- 
lowing only 1000 bushels to the acre

THE SICKLES TRAGEDY, 


FURTHER DETAILS, 
Washington Correspondence of The Times 
March 3, 

Mrs. Sickles ia still here, Sho was to 
have left town to-day, but seems unable to 
tenr hersclf away from her late happy 
home, She has written Mr, 8. several let- 
tors, full of devoted expressions of gratitude 
for his uniform kindness towards her, and 
of heart-rending declarations of repentance 
for having plunged him inta so much sor- 
row. His only fault, sho avers, is that ho 
was too kind nnd over-indulgent, Had he 
been less so, and guarded her more careful- 
ly by the exercise of a husband's authority, 
slie declares that her present lamentablo 
position would have been avoided, 

Mr. Sickles has addressed several letters 
to his little girl, which aro doubtless intend- 
ed as responses to the epistles from his wife.

Sickles, having dined with him at o large party 
not more than ten days ago.” 

Tn explanation of this paragraph, we 
may add thatitis currently stated here 
thatere the reconciliation referred to took 
place, articles of separation between Mr. 
Sickles and his wife on account of ber in 
timacy with Mr, Key wero actually drawn 
up. 

A is known that on leaving his house 
and going over to where Key stood, Sickles 
was armed with a five-shooter, every barrel 
loaded, and at least one, if not two, loaded 
Derringer pala. They were of course 
loaded before Butterworth preceded him 
from the house ; for the time elapsing until 
Sickles followed him was not more than 
one-or two minutes. 

Key lies dead, and his side of tho melan- 
eholy story can never be told, Our chief 
sympathy, we frankly admit, is with his 
orphan childrea, who, though they are to 
be through life as intense sufferers from 
this affair as avy others, are the only par- 
ties concerned in it who had no agency 
whatever in bringing’it about. 

Nor do we deny tho existence in our 
breast of some sympathy with the unfortu- 
nate woman, Mrs, Sickles. -Married at the 
child’s age of sixteen to an experienced 
tan of the world, who knew well all the 
dangers to which the virtue of a young and 
intensely fashionable wife might be subject- 
ed'in an ill-ordered household, we cannot 
acquit the husband of all blame for her 
ruin. Such a ruin. rarely, if ever, invades 
the threslilold of the husband who strictly 
discharges the duty of a head of a family. 
Nay, we question whether it ever came in- 
to tle family of a man really careful at all 
times to protect the honor of his own 
household, 

To our mind, the proper course of the 
true man of honor was not to vindicate his 
pride and his ambition by the perpetration 
gf an act which forever cut off his young 
and really inexperienced wife from tiny pos- 
sibility of regaining a position in society ; 
nor yet to sucrifice the future of his own 
child upon the altar of his own pride and 
ambition, possibly desecrated in great part 
through his own shortcomings; nor again 
to make four young orphans to satisfy the 
cravings of the same Moloch, 

It is very certain that Mrs. Sickles can 

tell a story that will throw intense light on 
the killing, We have no faith in the nc- 
count that the confession obtained from her 
was voluntarily made, becausg, though in- 
experienced aud week,she must have known 
that it was a death warrant, so far as her 
futuro in life und that of her child was con- 
cerned, She can doubtless tell, too, wheth- 
er her husband's conduct has or has not 
been such as to justify the allegation that 
he hada right to protect bis * marital 
honor” by taking the life of an unarmed 
man—for unless Lis conduct, as a husband, 
has been scrupulously correct, he cannot 
probably plead the justification of wound- 
od “ marital honor.” 
* Her testimony can only be given in the 
trial aa an accessory to the killing, if such 
there was. It is due to her and to the holp-| 
less und unoffending children of Philip 
Burton Key, that her testimony be secured, 
if possible.

A distinguished member of the Rar in 
this city happened some time since to be 
dining with P. Barton Key, Esq., who has 
just ended his career at Washington, Af: 
ter dinner the conversation turned upon the 
constancy of women, and Mr. Key express 
ed and defended with great warmth the 
opinion that women were naturally incon- 
stant, and could always be induced to 
transfor their affections to the last man who 
would address them with the requisite flat- 
tories and appliances. He parted froin his 
friend by pleasantly hoping that be might 
never practically realize the unsonndness of 
his own opinions, and by saying that he 
would send to him a little poem he had 
translated from the Spanish, which embo- 
died his own sentiments on the subject. 


HOW CANADA IS GOVERNED, 


(From the Now York Tribune, March 8.) 

Sinco 1841 the forms of Constitutional Go- 
, Yornmont in Canada have not boen openly 
disregarded, if wo excopt a period of some 
months during the Administration of Sir 
Charlos, afterward Lord Metcalfe, during the 
Jattor part of 1843 and tho first eight months 


of 1844, At that time, for a period of nitie 
months, the Governor-General took upon 
himself the administration of the Goy nment, 


by the nid of wsinglo Minister, a Scoretary of 
State. The conduct of the Governor-General, 
fo far from meeting the disapproval of tho 
| Homo Government, to whom he owed his ap: 
jpolntment, and by whom be was liable to bo 
recalled, was rewarded with a pecrage, So 
far back as 1791, tho appoarance of the con« 
stitutional system was granted to tho Cana- 
dians; the Canadas being divided into two 
Provincos, and a Representative Assembly no- 
corded to each, ‘Lhe benefits of the repro- 
Sentative system were, however, neutralized 
by tho creation of a Second Chambor, the 
members of which owed their nomination to 
the Orown. The result was the growth ofan 
oligarchy in both Provinces, the executive 
officers of the Government using the machin- 
ery of the Second Chamber to check the dem- 
ocratic aspirations of the representatives of 
the peopl In this way, the latter, who, for 
years together, wore in direct and constant 
opposition to tho Executive Government, 
were reduced to a shadow anda name, This 
abnormal state of things, so utterly opposed 
to the British practice of holding the Ministry 
responsiblo to the Legislature, begat an op- 
position, which only ended in the catastrophe 
of 1887-8. 

Now, all this is changed. Sineo 1841 the 
Provincial Administration has been required 
fo command ao majority in the Legislative 
Assembly; and with the excoption already 
noted, the forms of constitutional government 
have not been openly vivlated. ‘Lhe Gover- 
nor General no doubt possesses nlmost omni- 
potent power jn the choice of Ministers, and 
can do much to assist any party in whose 
favor his influence may be cast in periods of 
political crisis, ‘To a grent extent, the ma- 
chinery of the Government is moved by ex- 
ternal influences.

mother country. No direct revenue can be 
raised from them, it is true, but their Goy 
ernmont may, to a very great extent, be car- 
ned on for the benefit of English moncy~ 
brokers and stock-jobbers. The influence of 
the latter is very great in England, where the 
moneyed aristocracy unites with the landed 
aristocracy to control the Government. Mr. 
Hincks, who was first Minister in Canada, 
from 1851 to 1654, we have it on unquestion- 
able authorit7, owed his appointment as Go- 
vernor of the Windward Islands, in 1855, to 
the influence exerted in his favor in Downing 
street, by the Barings, the financial agents of 
the Province, who, doubtless, had their own 
reasons for this act of practical gratitude.— 
Another financial Minister, Mr. Cayley, was 
rejected by his old constituents, in one of the 
westernmost counties of the Province, in the 
Winter of 1857 ; but orders coming out from 
Lombard street, from the House of Baring 
Brothers, that he must be retained n the Go- 
vernment, another constituency had to be 
found for him, Rejected in the west, he 
found a refuge in the extreme east of Upper 
Canada, where a pliable and obliging mem- 
ber of the Legislative Assembly was induced 
to resign in his favor. If any financial 
emissary was to be sent from England to the 
Canadas—if there is any “ chisseling,” as our 
Canadian neighbors term it, to be done—he 
goes straightway to the Government House 
and lays his plans before Sir Edmund Head, 
or whoever way be tho occupant of the gu- 
bernatorial office for the time being. Thus 


the quictest way possible, he succeeded in ob- 
taining the deferring of the Government licen, 
which was then the first mortgage for some 
$14,000,000 upon the road, till after all other 
parties intorested, stockholders and bond-

But the greatest stroke of financial policy 
which has yet been attempted in British Ame- 
rica, is now in the act of being effected.

jobbing operation; that the future of British 
America was to be made the plaything of the 
holders of Grand Trunk Railway stock aid 
bonds! Yet, that such is tlie case we have 
the authority of a gentleman in London, who 
is fully cognizant of the secret sprigs of the 
movenient, for saying so. ‘The case is this: 
The eastern section of the Grand ‘Trunk Ruil- 
way—all below Richmond, opposite Montreal 
—is unprofitable; and, as things stand at pre- 
sent, must forever remain so. The portion wf 
this section which lies between Quebec and St. 
Thomas hardly earns sufficient to purchase oi! 
to lubricate the eng'nes. Sometimes itis open 
and sometimes closed. ‘lo m the matter 
worse, this profitiess section is being extended 
as for as ‘Trois Pistoles; and when it is com- 
pleted, the keeping of the road open between 
that point and Richmond willimpose a burden 
upon the paying sections of the line which 
must rnder the whole stock unprofitable, and 
leaye but a slender chance for the bondholders. | 
It would be o master stroke of policy to get) 
ridl of this section of the line, slit how is it 
tobedone? By canatiucting an inter-colonial 
railroad, connecting Canada, New Brunswick, 
and Nova Scotia, In that case, the burdensome

Admitting there should be wo hundred stu- 
dents attending the School, and cstimnting 
the price of board at wvo dollars per week, 
there would be paid out in this town, for this 
single item alone, the sum of seventeen thou 
sandsix hundred dollars every year, Add to 

tis the item of wood, the expenditure neces- 
sarily incurred by Professors and Teachers 
for themselves and families, repairs of build 
ing and furaiture, what will be laid out for 
dry goods and clothing, &c., and it will swell 
the amount o not less than twenty-five thou: 
sand dollars, Should there be three hundred 
students —and the supposition is by no means 
an extravagant one-—it would increase the a 
mount to between thirty and forty thousartd 
dollars. Such au amount as this scattered 
among the people of Belleville every year, 
would add greutly to the wealth and prospe 
rity ofthe plac : 

Ve fear our citizens have not placed a pro- 
per estimate upon this matter. When the 
question of removing Victoria College from 
Cobourg was entertained by the Wesleyan 
body a fow years ago, there was a spontane- 
ous effort on the part of the people of that 
place to retain it there, ‘They knew too well 
the importance of the Institution to the town 
to allow of its removal, if it could by any 
means be prevented. ‘The Council imme- 
diately proposed to purchase and present to 
tho College a Lot of Jand, containing several 
acres, adjoining the College Lot, if they would 
allow it to remain. The offer was accepted, 
and the people consented, without a murinur, 
to bo taxed to pay for it. 

Nothing can be of greater moment to the 
people of Belleville than to seoure to the Se 

minary every degree of prosperity in their 
power, Whatever they may contribute for

My father bought a farm of the “ worn 
out fands"'and I, being tho farmer, found) a 
it rather discouraging busines, Tho first 
your or two was  fuiluro, neither of us hav. 
ing much experiences in farming, There 
was no manure on tho farm, and none for 
salo in tho vicinity. In the winter, I plow- 
cd a very poor pivce of ground, and sowed it 
to buckwheat in tho spring a8 soon as the 
froet would ndinit, Tt grow well; and os 
soon As enough ripened to seed the ground, 
I plowed it under, It camo on very fine, 
und about the middlo of September L plow. 
ed it under ngain, sowing the ground to 
wheat and timothy. Tho next harvest the 
neighbors were astonished at the excellent 
crop raed, The timothy camo on finely, 
and that ridge of poor Iand yicldod an ox- 
cellent crop of grass Whe next year, 
It requires good deal of labor to work 
land in this manner, but tn my caso it has 
paid. I kept an account of my labor and 
expenses, and the wheat crop alone paid 
all the expenses and yielded me eighty cents 
a day for my Jubor, and the grouud was 
left in yood order. 
Another piece, on which the oats were 
so poor that cattle wera turned in to har- 
vest them, was plowed in August aud sow- 
ed to buckwhedt; and the fall being very 
wet, it had a large growth. When in full 
bloom, this was turned under and remained 
until spring, when it was prepared and 
sowed to oats nguin., The crop was heavy, 
notwithstanding the season was dry. Ryo 
succeeded the oats in the fall, and was a 
goo crop. 
I can not say how long this manuring 
will last, though the fields mentioned. still 
remain in good condition, They have been 
well treated since, with occasionally a few 
londs of barn yard manure. I consider this 
tlio best way to improve a farm where there 
is no manure on hand or to be purchased. 
Ritchie C. H,, Va, J. M. W. 
Remanxs.—Buckwheat may be, and pro- 
bably is, an excellent green manure where 
it is desirable to have a large and quick 
growth, as it will grow weil on quite poor 
land. We should, however, recommend 
our correspondent to follow his buckwheat 
with-red clover, and practice plowing in a 
good coat of that, before every grain crop. 
That veteran wheat-grower, Gen. Anon, 
of Wheatland, N. Y., says he bas manured 
wheat land for thirty years or more by 
plowing in clover, and it bore good crops
